PHYSICAL ASPECTS AND HISTORY. 

There is nothing- important to add to the informa- 
tion contained under each of these heads in the 
corresponding chapters of the original Gazetteer. 


CHAPTER III. 

THE PEOPLE. 

The population of the district which was 462,052 in Popuiat i 0 n 
1901 has risen to 600,643 according to the census of and Density. 
1911. The number of villages has similarly risen from 
1,401 to 2,135, and the density from 117 to 152 to the 
square mile. 

In the last census report the number of immigrants Miip&tlon. 
resident in the district has been given at 118,233. The 
nnmber of natives of this district who were resident in 
other districts at the same time was found to he 17,815. 

The main factor contributing towards the increase in 
the foreign population is the migration of cultiva ting 
Muhammadans from the neighbouring districts of 
Bengal. They are chiefly attracted by the waste and 
the chur lands which they can obtain under compara- 
tively favourable terms directly from the zamindars. 

The result of the last Census shows that there has 
been a slow but. steady increase in the number of 
persons affilicted with the four special infirmities which 
were selected for record, though the proportion is still 
very high as compared with the rest of Assam. 

In 1912-13 25 villages were found to be infected Sala^atar, 
With this malady within the jurisdiction of the Dudnai 
thana and 6 villages within the Goalpara thana. The 
disease has spread in this district within recent years.

In the original Gazetteer it is stated that at the 
census of 1901 Bengali was returned as the language of 
69 per cent, and Assamese as the language of only 3 per 
cent, of the population. This distribution has been 
hotly questioned, and the recent census discloses the 
revised percentages of 63 and 19 for Bengali and Assam- 
ese, respectively. The Superintendent of the Census 
Operations was inclined to the opinion that even these 
figures gave an under-estimate of those speaking Assamese 
The discrepancy has no doubt largely arisen owing to 
the fact that Goalpara being a border ! district between 
Bengal and Assam proper, its language inevitably 
partakes of the nature of that spoken in both provinces. 
In very few localities is a pure dialect spoken, and the 
mixture of Bengali and Assamese which does duty in 
any particular locality shows a predominance of one 
language or the other according to its geographical 
propinquity to one province or the other. Government 
has recently 'declared that both Assamese and Bengali 
shall be deemed to be the court and the school languages 
in the district. 

A movement among this small community is slowly 
in progress towards the adoption of the sacred Brabmi- 
nio thread. They explain their origin as, being the 
descendants of a Jogi or Jogis (persons who observed 
jog a or abstract contemplation). They resent the low 
status given to them in the social scale and assert that 
their present tribal name is a demeaning j perversion of 
the Sanskrit word “ Jogi ”, 

“Within recent years a definite movement towards 
Hinduisation among this community has been very 
marked. The new party so formed call themselves 
BroAmos, or the believers in Brahmo, the Supreme 
Soul. They conceive the infinite as the source of Light 
and they took upon the Sun as his visible representation. 
Their views are monotheistic and they have not 
submitted to the Brahminic superiority and. the observ- 
ance of the caste rules. They have discarded idolatry 
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in all its forms. They abstain from drink and charac- 
terise indulgence in it as a social and religious vice. 

They accept the Qayatri as the most suitable form of 
nrayer to the Almighty. As a reactionary step, some 
influential members of this community have taken to 
Orthodoxism ; they have adopted the Hindu forms of 
idolatry and are becoming strict in the observance of 
caste rules and Brahmiuic rites. They thus attempt to 
identify themselves as a sub-caste of the Hindus. 

The spread of education among this community is 
iu'proportion to its other activities. There are two 
boarding houses at Dhubri which afford accommodation 
to the Mech and the Brohmo boys reading iu the High 
School. 

The"Eajbansis are now trying to^identify themsclve^ KajUnsis. 
with the Khyatrias of Aryyabarta. Their tradition is 
that they came here with a view to conceal their . 
identity when Parasurama was leading a devastating 
campaign against the Khyatrias. They have adopted 
the sacred thread and have reduced the period of their 
mourning from 30 to 12 days. This has led to misunder- 
standing if not positive ill-feeling between the Kajbansis 
on the one hand and the Brahmins and the Kayasthas ' 
on the other. Naturally some of the high caste Kayas- 
thas are jealous of the attempt on the part of the 
Kajbausis to seoure a position over them in the social 
scale. 

The last census report shows that 66 per cent, of . 
the population returned themselves as Hindus, 35 per J-e,yi0lu 
cent, as Muhammadans, and S per cent, as Animists. 

The noticeable features] are the ’great increase in 
the number of the Muhammadan population which is 
attributable to their inSux from the neighbouring dis- 
tricts of Bengal, and the increase in the number ulio 
returned themselves as Hindus, an increase which is 
counterbalanced, and no doubt accounted for, by a 
corresponding reduction in the number of those returned 
as Animists.

CHAPTER IV. 

AGBJOTJLTTJBE AND FOBESTS. 

The growing of jute is gradually gaining ground. 
The rise in the jute market has! made this cultivation 
a lucrative enterprise. 

There has been an enormous increase in’the number 
of Nepalese cattle in the Eastern Daars. 

An important cattle market is held at Gauripur at 
which large numbers of imported up-country bullocks 
are disposed of. Of recent years there has been a 
general rise of about 60 per cent, in the price of 
cattle. 

The occupation of fallow lands by immigrants has 
made pasture land scarce in some parts of the district. 
Within the last few years grazing grounds have been 
reserved for the use of village cattle iu 09 villages in the 
Duars. 

The total area covered by reserved forests is 884 
square miles. In 1909 a new reserve was constituted 
in the Ai valley known as the Ai reserve and covering, 
an area of 61,919 acres. 

The zamindari forests are usually worked by the 
issue of permits at a fixed fee to gangs of wood-cutters 
under the leadership of a Jhar-dafadar. When the 
timber is ready, the zamindar has it checked, bnt does not 
realise the price payable to him, until after the timber 
has been sola. In some estates rent is charged for the 
ground used for stacking the timber. In Mechpara, a 
certain contribution is levied in the name of the family 
god of the zamindars, who in addition even now exercise 
the primitive right of appropriating the best pair of 
poles in a stack for their personal use. Of the ultimate 
sale-proceeds of the timber, the zamindar usually 
receives a 6-anna share, the balance going to the aotual 
cutters.

CHAPTER VI. 

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 

It is in. contemplation to supersede Act VIII of Eent law ’ 
1869 which is now in force by a more comprehensive 
Tenancy Act. Civil litigation is on the increase. The 
immigration of people from the neighbouring districts 
the rise in the price of land and the better appreciation 
by the people of their rights and interests are the main 
causes influencing this increase. "Within recent years 
the rents of the tenants in Earaibari and Ganripur have 
been enhanced by about 25 per cent. Th ajotedari 
units have spread over this district from the neighbour- 
ing Bengal tracts. The zamindars have found this 
system convenient to work, because under this practice 
the whole estate is divided into a number of holdings 
mjoies of considerable extent which are settled with 
a body of tenants known as jotedars. These jotedars 
are practically middlemen, and the- zamindars are thus 
saved the trouble of dealing directly with the innume- 
rable cultivators, who can get their lands only from the 
jotedars. 

In 1913, the area reserved for these colonists was Tho San * 
30,000 bighas, of which they had brought a little over ^y. 1 C ° l °* 
half under actual cultivation. The Santhals arc no 
longer allowed the concession of holding land on 
favourable terms for the first few years of occupation. 

They are now liable to pay revenue even fox their 
homestead land. 
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Wages. The increase in the daily wages -of a coolie is enor- 
mous. The rate now ranges from eight annas to a rupee 
per diem. Domestic servants likewise charge from 
Its. 6 to Rs. 8 per mensem in addition to their food. 
Both coolies and domestic servants are gradually getting 
BCarce. Menial servants come mostly from up-country" 
and Kamrup. 

Prices. Prices have similarly risen. The average number 

of seers of common rice which coulcl be purchased for a 
rupee in the decade 1905 — 1912 being only 9*8 as com- 
pared with 11*9 seers for the preceding decade and 20*5 
seers for the period 1833 — 1872. Pulse is now sellingat 
Its. 4-9-6 per maund as compared with Rs. 2-8 in 1903.

Pail ways. The Golabganj extension of the Eastern Bengal 

State Railway to Amingaon was opened in 1910. Two 
trains run daily each way and one of them carries 
the mails. Both the trains connect with the Assam- 
Bengal Railway at Gauhati. 

Ti tho°^oyt£ There are four roads on the North bank maintained 
bank. by the Public Works Department. The Trunk road 
passes through the Duars, commencing from the San- 
kosh and running up to Rah a in the Kamrup district, 
> the total length being nearly 68 miles. There are in- 

spection bungalows on the road at the following places, 
the figures within brackets indicating the length of the 
stage in miles : Sankosh (Dainamaii), Kach’igaon 
(14!), Patgaon (11), Sidli (14*), Chapaguri (7), Bijni 
(10) and Raha (11). A road from Dhubri meets the 
Trunk road at Kachugaon at a di-tance of about 50 
miles. There are inspection bungalows on this road at 
the following places : Balajan (10), Paglahat (9*), 
Tamarhat (7), Gossaigaon (13!) and Kachngaon (10-!). 
A road from Jogighopa, 23! miles long, meets the Trunk 
road at Chapaguri with inspection bungalows on it at 
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Kabaitari (1}), North Salmara (10), and Chapaguri 
(12}). Another road from Chapar, 16 miles long, meets 
the Trunk road at Sidli. There are a large number of 
roads maintained by the Local Board, the total mileage 
being 205 '45. The longest is known as the Gauripur- 
Baha road. There are inspection bungalows at Mani- 
pur (17}), Bilasipara (9}), Salkocha (8}), Chapar (8), 

Moligaon (7), North Salmara (9) and Raha (17}). In 
addition the following inspection bungalows on several 
minor roads are maintained by tho Dhubri Local Board : 
Eokrajhar, Agomony, Sasargaon, Datma, Tiplcai and 
Golakganj. The continuation of the Gauripur-Raha 
road beyond Champamati is maintained by the Goalpara 
Local Board, the distance being 29 miles within the 
limits of the subdivision. The inspection bungalows at 
Moligaon, North Salmara and Goalpara on the Raha 
road are maintained by this Board. 

There are inspection bungalows on the South Trunk The roads 
road running from Eakripara to Dhupdhara at the 
following places : Singimari (15 miles from Eakripara), 

Patakata (ll),*Pakirganj (11), Longrabhita (9), Laklii- 
pur (9}), Baida (9|), Asria (10-}), Erisliuai (8}), Rang- 
juli (13f) and Dhupdhara (11-}). 

The Goalpara Local Board maintains 161 miles of 
road on the southern bank with inspection bungalows at 
Ebarmaza, Marnai, Diulnai and Dalgoma.

Towns— The northern part of the town is now safe from the 
Pimbri. menacing attitude of the Gadadhar, which was recently 
diverted eastwards from a point about a mile to the 
north of the town. 

There are 11 members in the Municipality, of 
whom 2 are ex-ojfftcia. Tho municipal receipts in 
1912-13 amounted to Rs. 15,043. The house rate is 6f 
percent, and the latrine tax is 7£ per cent, of the 
annual value. There are 6 public and 24 private wells. 
A water-works scheme for the town is under considera- 
tion. There are 82 lamps within the Municipality which 
comprises an area of ’362 square miles. The total length 
of roads is about 5J miles, of which 3 are metalled. 
There were 2 out breaks of cholera in the town in l,, 12, 
but neither of them was of a virulent type. In all other 
respects the health of the town has been good. 

Goaipwa. There are 10 Municipal Commissioners including an 
ex-officio member. The total municipal receipts in 
1912-13 amounted to Rs. 9,937. The total length of the 
roads is 10 J miles, of which nearly 3 are metalled. 

Ganripnr. The Raja of Qauripur has recently built a fine 
dwelling house on a rocky eminence commanding a 
view over an extensive tract of country. It 
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about a mile distant from Gauripur proper and is know n 
as Matiabug palace. 

There are 16 members of the Dkubri Boaid, of h° cal Boards 
whom 4 are ex-officio , 5 elected and the rest nominated. 

The total revenue of the Board in 1912-13 was 
Es. 72,192. 

The Goalpara Board has 17 members, of whom 4 
are ex-officio, 5 elected and the rest nominated. The 
revenue of the Board in 1912-13 was Es. 69,453.

The land revenue assessed on tho Bijni Dear has risen 
to Us. 41,4b0. The local rato payable for it is Its. 2,964 
and for the permanently-settled portion is Its. 25,792-8. 
The total realisation of routs in 1912-16 amounted to 
Es. 1,95,302, The income from other sources amounted 
to Es. 1,29,737. 

The Chapar zamindar pays Es. 2,84)8-9-0 as looal rate. 
The rent roil stands at Its. 60,739, besides an income 
•of Es. 6,207 from other sources. 

The local rate paid is Es, 48, 485-8-0. The rent is 
given at Es. 3,19,000. The miscellaneous income from 
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other estates amount to Rs. 73,000. The present 
zamindar is a nominated member of the Assam Legis- 
lative Council. 

The total rate paid by the Karaibari zamindars sVaibui. 
amounts to Es. 2,513-5-0. 

The local rate paid is Es. 8,721-8-0. The rent Mechpira. 
collection in 1912-13 amounted to about Es. 1,10,000 
and income from other sources to about Es. 2,80,000. 

The local rate paid is Es. 9,144-12-0. The rent Parbatjoar. 
collection in 1912-13 amounted to about Es. 2,05,822 
and income from other sources to about Rs. 1,62,213. 

The period of settlement made in 1901-02 with the The Eastern 
Eani of Eijni and the Raja of Sidli expired on the last J> uara - 
day of March 1911. A new settlement for another 10 
years has been accepted by both of them, but the final 
acceptance on the part of Government is still pending 
with the Local Administration.

Eor the purpose of Land Revenue collection the 
Duars are under the direct management of Government. 
They are divided into 7 mauzas, vis., Guma, Ripu, Chi- 
rang, Panthal Colony (formerly included in Guma), and 
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Sidli divided into- 3 circles. The maintenance of the 
land records is in the hands, of a revenue staff consisting 
of 36 manda’s and 3 Supervisor-Kanungoes under a Sub- 
Deputy Collector stationed at Sidli. 

The town land is divided into five classes and the 
following table gives the revenue assessed according to

Stamps. In 1912-13, the figures of receipts for the district 

amounted to Us. 62,159 for judicial and Bs. 20,391 for 
non-judicial stamps. 
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,The district is divided into two subdivisions, viz., ® 1 i c 
Dhubri and Goalpara. Each of these subdivisions is in 01 s ‘ 

charge of a Subdivisional Officer under the Executive 
Engineer of Gauhati. 

At Dhubri there are 3 Extra Assistant Commis- Government, 
sioners and 2 Sub-Deputy Collectors ; at Goalpara there 
are two Extra Assistant Commissioners at present. 

Both the civil and the criminal work have greatly Cri “ 
increased since 1902. In 1913 the Subordinate Judge justice!™ 
heard 42 original cases and 26 appeals, while 3,062 cases 
were disposed of by the Munsifs. In the same year 
there were 422 criminal cases sent up by the police and 
610 complaint cases. 

The total number of documents registered in the Registration 
district in 1913 was 3,386. The Dhubri Sub-Registry 
office, which was hitherto in charge of an ex-officio Sub- 
Registrar, has been recently converted into a whole-time 
departmental office. 

The sanctioned strength consists of 3 Inspectors, 20 Police.. 
Sub-Inspectors, 32 Head Constables and 243 constables. 

95 breech-loading *476 bore muskets are allotted to 
the district. 

The Dhubri Jail, though classed as a district jail, jaiU. 
has accommodation only for 32 prisoners. Long-term 
convicts are transferred to Gauhati for confinement 
there. The number of convicted persons directly admit- 
ted in 1913 was 92 and of undertrials 17 6. 

At Goalpara, there is only a Magistrate’s lock-up. 

Convicted prisoners arc transferred to Gauhati. 

The number of schools of all classes in 1913 was 372; Education, 
of these 338 were primary schools. The number of 
pupils at schools of all classes was 15,059, of whom 
11,956 were reading in primary schools. Tbe percent- 
ages of pupils under instruction to those of school-going 
age were 27'5 for boys and 4 - 6 for girls.

There are now 15 dispensaries in the district. The 
npmher of patients treated at these dispensaries in 1911 
was 14^,942. and the number of operations performed 
1,968. 

The zamindar of Bagribari, Srijut Surendra Karajan 
Singh Gliaudhurij has at his own cost erected a good 
operation room at Dhubri, the foundation stone of which 
was laid- by Sir Archdale Earle. 

A party of mandals specially trained, in theodolite 
work are carrying on cadastral; survey operations in 
the Eastern Duars. They have already surveyed 64hl 
square miles and have jet to do 91'75 square miles 
in order to complete the survey of the whole of the 
Duars in the district.
